Be Anally decipher- 
ed the letters, and found out that the 
writing had been made by a slave In 
Algiers, savin* in substance: "Who- 
ever gets this bank note will please to 
inform my brother. -John Dean, living 
near Carlisle, that I am a slave of the 
bey of Algiers." The merchant sent 
word, employed government officers 
and found Who this man was, spoken 
of in this bank bill. After awhile tho 
man was rescued, who for eleven years 
had been a slavo of the ley of Algiers 
lie was immediately emancipated, but 
was so worn out by hardi htp and ex- 
posure he soon after died. Oh, if some 
of the Isnk bills that come through 
your hands could tell all the scenes 
through which thev have passed It 
would boa tragedy eclipsing any drama 
Shakcsper*. mightier than King Lear 
or Macbeth. 

As I go on in this subject I am im- 
pressed with tho teperlaate »* m* 

having more sympathy with '.he busi- 
ness men. It is not a shame that we, 
in our pulpits, do not oftencr preach 
about their struggles, their trials and 
their t. iiiptat.ons? Mm who toll with 
the hand are not apt to be very sympa-

But you and I know thnt there are 
no more industrious and high-minded 
men than those who move In the world 
of traffic Some of them carry i unions 
heavier than hods of briok, and are ex- 
posed to sharper things than the east 
wind, and climb mountains higher than 
the Alps or Himalayas, and if they are 
faithful Christ will at last say to thom: 
"Well done, good and faithful servant; 
thou hast been faithful over a few 
things, I will makotheo ruler over many
